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A notable  advance  in  the  welfare  services  provided  by 
the  County  was  made  during  the  year  when  “The  Cottage,’’ 
Knighton,  was  opened  as  an  Old  People’s  Homes  for  twenty 
residents.  Erected  on  an  almost  ideal  site  the  colourful  dec- 
orations and  the  attractive  furnishings  chosen  by  the  County 
Architect  have  been  admired  by  all,  not  least  by  the  residents 
and  staff  who  live  there.  The  change  in  the  demeanour  of  the 
residents,  most  of  whom  were  transferred  from  the  Knighton 
Hospital  (formerly  the  Poor  Law  Institution),  was  remarkable. 
The  Council  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  appoint  Wardens 
of  energy,  enterprise  and  enthusiasm  to  take  charge  of  this 
Home  which  was  opened  at  the  beginning  of  March.  During 
subsequent  months  this  Home,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
was  conducted,  impressed  all  who  saw  it. 

The  year  saw  the  retirement  of  Miss  Julia  Todd,  M.R.E., 
who  was  the  architect  of  the  nursing  services  of  the  County 
of  which  she  had  been  head  since  1933.  She  carried  with  her 
the  best  wishes  of  us  all. 

This  report  follows  very  closely  that  of  last  year.  Hopes 
that  time  would  allow  a complete  revision  of  the  text  were 
illusory.  Even  so,  the  report  is  being  sent  to  the  printer  in 
the  last  month  of  the  year  following  that  with  which  it  deals. 
Re-organisation  of  the  department  should  enable  earlier 
publication  next  year. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  and  sup- 
port which  you.  Madam,  and  the  members  of  the  Committee 
have  always  extended  to  those  engaged  in  the  health  service 
of  the  County.  I am  glad  also  to  be  able  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
help  given  to  me  by  the  members  of  my  staff,  not  least  by  my 
new  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer,  Miss  E.  J.  Bell-Currie.

The  Swansea  and  Brecon  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Association,  to  which  the  Local  Health  Authority  makes  an 
Annual  Grant,  helps  unmarried  motheis.  Miss  Lewis  the 
Moral  Welfare  Worker  employed  by  this  Association,  visits 
these  mothers  and  gives  advice.  She  submits  the  following 
report  on  her  work  in  this  area  during  the  year. 

This  was  a full  year  of  work,  with  weekly  visits  to 
the  Radnorshire  area  and  also  to  mothers  in  Homes  outside 
the  area,  to  putative  fathers  and  babies  placed  for  adoption 
The  grant  given  by  the  Radnorshire  Health  Department  to  the 
Association  has  been  used  towards  expenses  incurred  in 
travelling,  postages  and  other  necessary  items.” 

Fifty-four  new  cases  have  been  dealt  with  and  many 
old  cases  kept  under  supervision,  and  boarding-out  grants 
were  paid  monthly  to  three  mothers. 

Of  these  54  new  cases  : 

12  were  unmarried  mothers,  1 married  mother  askin^r 
for  adoption  of  a legitimate  child. 

11  were  putative  fathers 
15  were  children

Undoubtedly  travelling  difficulties  may  account  for  this, 
but  it  would  seem  that  the  necessity  for  dental  fitness  has  not 
yet  been  fully  understood.

The  three  main  distributing  centres  are  at  Llandrindod 
Wells,  Knighton  and  Rhayader  and  from  these  main 
centres  the  foods  are  taken  by  the  three  officers  responsible 
for  the  service  to  Child  Welfare  Centres,  sub-post  offices, 
village  shops,  and  to  the  homes  of  certain  district  nurses. 

I am  very  grateful  to  all  those  who  have  undertaken 
this  voluntary  work.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer. 


The  past  year  has  not  been  an  easy  one,  sickness  amongst 
the  nursing  staff  has  been  heavy  and  with  staff  shortages, 
covering  of  the  various  duties  has  at  times  proved  difficult. 
The  staff  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  willingness  to  help 
at  all  times. 

The  problem  of  recruitment  of  female  married  staff  is 
the  lack  of  suitable  posts  for  the  husbands,  and  single  nurses 
living  in  rural  areas  are  beset  with  the  problems  of  house- 
keeping and  loneliness.  It  is  good  to  note  that  the  position 
at  present  is  more  stable.

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VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS. 


The  majority  of  immunisations  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  Medical  Practioners  throughout  the  year.  I vaccinated 
those  children  registered  with  the  one  doctor  in  the  county 
who  does  not  take  part  in  the  scheme. 

Medical  Practitioners  were  paid  the  usual  fee  of  5/-  for 
each  record  card  received  in  the  office.  This  payment  was 
also  made  for  records  of  the  third  injection. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  nine  children  born  in  the  years 
1943-59  received  a primary  course  of  two  injections  against 
poliomyelitis  during  the  year.  Five  hundred  and  forty  three 
young  persons  in  the  age  group  1933-42,  fifty  hospital  staff  and 
forty  one  expectant  mothers  also  received  two  injections. 
Two  thousand,  four  hundred  and  twenty  four  children  were 
given  third  injections  during  the  year.

School  for  the  Deaf  consented  to  vaccination  with  B.C.G.  if 
found  necessary  and  these  children  are  shown  in  the  table 
above  in  parenthesis.  The  total  percentage  of  parents  who 
gave  consent  was  73*0. 

On  the  occasions  when  tuberculin  tests  were  carried  out 
20  children  were  absent  from  school  and  a further  12  children 
were  absent  for  B.C.G.  vaccinations.

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Tuberculin  testing  was  again  done  by  Heafs  Multiple 
Puncture  Apparatus,  a speedy  and  painless  method. 

This  work  was  carried  out  by  me  during  my  visits  to 
the  SIX  secondary  schools  and  the  Residential  School  for 
the  Deaf. 


All  children  who  were  tuberculin  positive  were  given  a 
special  leaflet  which  explains  the  significance  of  the  reaction, 
and  were  visited  by  a health  visitor,  enquiries  being  made  as 
to  possible  contact  with  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
Each  tuberculin  positive  child  was  also  X-rayed  at  the  Llan- 
drindod Wells  County  Hospitaler  the  Brecon  Hospital,  the 
radiopaphs  being  inspected  by  Dr.  Ivor  Williams,  the  Chest 

Physician.  None  of  these  children  showed  evidence  of  active 
tuberculosis. 


Those  children  who  were  given  B.C.G.  were  given  a 
leaflet  explaining  the  effects  of  the  vaccination,  and  medical 
practitioners  and  district  nurses  were  circularised  so  that  they 
would  be  aware  of  the  method  of  dealing  with  any  undue 
reaction  which  might  occur. 


CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 

Circular  11/59  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  to  local 
health  authorities  stated  that  the  Minister  of  Health  was 
prepared  to  approve  proposals  to  establish  or  extend  chiropody 
service  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of 

i Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 


The  Minister  suggested  that  at  least  in  the  early  stages 
priority  should  be  given  to  the  elderly,  physically  handicapped 
and  expectant  mothers.  Reference  was  also  made  to  the 
arrangements  already  made  to  provide  chiropody  services  for 
elderly  psople  by  many  local  voluntary  organisations  and  it 
Was  suggested  that  in  some  areas  continuation  of  this  provis- 
ion with  appropriate  financial  assistance  might  be  the  most 
acceptable  way  of  meeting  the  needs  of  this  age  group  for 
some  time  to  come. 

Subsequently  the  County  Council  submitted  the  follow- 
mg  amendment  to  their  proposals  under  Section  28  of  the 
R ational  Health  Service  Act  and  this  was  approved  by  the 
Minister  on  22nd  October,  1959. 
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“A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a chiropody  service  for 
the  elderly,  physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers, 
will  be  organised  at  appropriate  centres  in  the  County.  These 
centres  will  include  clinics  and  other  premises  including 
where  necessary,  chiropodists’  own  premises. 

All  chiropodists  undertaking  this  service  under  the 
scheme  will  have  one  of  the  qualifications  required  by  regula- 
tion 3 of  the  National  Health  Service  (Medical  Auxiliaries) 
Regulations,  1954. 

The  duties  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  provide 
chiropody  in  accordance  with  this  scheme  will  be  carried  out 
on  behalf  of  the  Authority  by  the  County  of  Radnor  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee,  on  which  the  Local  Health 
Authority  will  have  adequate  representation,  and  to  this 
voluntary  committee  the  County  Council  will  make  an  annual 
grant. 


Charges  will  be  made  to  persons  availing  themselves  of 
this  service  in  accordance  with  a scheme  of  assessment  of 
income  approved  by  the  Authority. 

The  Council  will  make  arrangements  for  the  extension 
of  this  service  to  other  classes  of  persons  than  those  now 
provided  for  as  and  when  it  appears  appropriate  to  do  so.”

All  matters  concerning  mental  health  are  now  dealt  with 
by  the  Health  Committee, advised  by  the  CountyMedical  Officer 
and  also,  by  the  part-time  adviser  in  Mental  Health,  Dr.Gordon 
Diggle,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Mid-Wales  Hospital. 
A '^Psychiatric  Out-patients  Clinic  continues  to  be  held 
every  Friday  afternoon,  at  tlie  Clinic  in  the  County  Hall, 
Llandrindod  Wells.  Miss  Gwendoline  Morgan,  the  Psychia- 
tric Social  Worker  (employed  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  three  Counties  of  Brecon,  Montgomery  and 
Radnor)  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  patients  dis- 
charged from  the  Mid-Wales  Hospital  and  on  licence  from 
Mental  Deficiency  Institutions.  Three  part-time  Duly  Author- 
ised Officers  are  also  employed  ; these  are  mainly  employed 
as  Registrars  of  Births,  Deaths  and  Marriages,  and  are 
District  Welfare  Officers  under  the  National  Assistance  Act. 

Dr.  Diggle  submits  the  following  report  : ^ 

“A  weekly  Clinic  has  been  held  at  the  County  Hall, 
Llandrindod  Wells,  and  during  the  year,  80  new  patients 
were  seen.  There  was  a total  of  458  attendances  for  new  and 
old  patients.  This  Clinic  serves  North  Breconshire  and  all 
Radnorshire,  except  the  South  Eastern  part  of  Radnorshire. 
Patients  from  Presteigne  are  usually  seen  at  a Clinic  at 
Hereford  while  those  in  Glasbury,  Clyro  and  Erwood  areas 
are  seen  at  either  Brecon  or  Talgarth.

Children  are  seen  at  the  same  clinic,  except  that  they 
are  never  interviewed  at  Talgarth.  The  small  number  of 
children  requiring  special  psychiatric  care  and  treatment  as 

distinct  from  men  tal  deficiency,  does  not  really  justify  the 
establishment  of  special  clinics  for  children.  I am  still  of  the 
opinion  that  an  elaborate  child  psychiatry  service  merely 
breeds  psychiatric  cases  which  are  then  cured.  If  there  is 
only  a skeleton  psychiatric  service,  the  children  are  cured 
before  they  become  psychiatric  cases.  A competent  general 
practitioner,  school  doctor  and  headmaster,  between  them,  can 
cure  the  very  great  majority  of  children’s  disorders. 

Domiciliary  Visits  are  paid  to  patients’  homes  when- 
ever requested  by  the  patients’  general  practitioners. 


A very  close  relationship  has  been  established  with  the 
Old  People  s Home  at  Ardwyn  and  with  Dr.  Crawford  in  deal- 
ing with  elderly  patients.  Every  effort  is  made  to  avoid 
admitting  elderly  patients  to  a mental  hospital,  but  if  their 
conduct  severely  disturbs  the  other  inmates  of  the  home,  their 
admission  is  arranged.  The  main  difificulty  in  dealing  with 
elderly  patients  who  develop  a mental  disorder  is  the  lack  of 
accommodation  at  Chronic  Sick  Hospitals  where  the  more 
confused  patients  would  be  segregated  from  the  mentally 
normal  Chronic  Sick  Patients. 


The  New  Mental  Health  Bill  will  mean  a very  consider- 
able expansion  of  local  authority  services  for  the  mentally  ill 

and  will  have  problems  in  rural  Wales  where  there  is  a small, 
scattered  population.” 
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Miss  Gwendoline  Morgan  reports  on  her  work  for 
1959  as  follows  : — 

“After-care  to  the  sufferers  from  mental  illness  is  given 
on  a selective  basis,  for  it  is  equally  important  to  avoid  under- 
mining the  self  confidence  of  those  who  are  capable  of  manag- 
ing their  own  affairs  as  it  is  to  neglect  those  who  cannot 
manage  alone.  Usually  an  initial  visit  is  made  to  the  home 
of  the  recently  discharged  patient  in  order  to  show  goodwill, 
to  assure  him  that  an  interest  is  being  maintained  in  his 
welfare  and  that  help  and  advice  can  be  obtained  if  needed. 
However,  the  hard  core  of  social  work  in  the  past  year  has 
involved  patients  who,  due  to  an  incomplete  or  defective 
personality,  find  great  difficulty  in  tackling  the  day  to  day 
problems  of  life  in  normal  society. 

Apart  from  a few  cases,  recuperating  patients  welcome 
the  visits  of  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  it  has  often 
been  possible  to  relieve  strain  and  anxiety  in  the  home  by 
improving  domestic  relationships,  settling  marital  disputes 
and  improving  economic  conditions.  Although  employers 
generally  are  willing  to  hold  the  jobs  open  while  their  workers 
receive  treatment,  employment  is  still  the  major  problem  of 
resettlement.  The  shortage  of  light  industry  in  the  County 
often  results  in  patients  returning  to  a solitary  job  on  a farm 
or  with  the  postal  service,  when,  in  fact,  they  would  benefit 
greatly  from  working  with  a group  of  people  at  a factory 
bench.  Great  help  has  been  provided  by  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  Rehabilitation  Scheme  in  easing  this  problem  and 
several  persons  who  were  not  tied  by  domestic  commitments 
have  been  trained  and  settled  in  suitable  posts.  Regular 
monthly  meetings  have  been  held  at  which  the  Group  D.R.O., 
the  Psychiatrist  and  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  discuss  ways 
and  means  of  helping  individual  patients  to  adjust  themselves 
to  life  in  the  society  to  which  they  are  returning. 
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Continued  efforts  have  been  made  to  enlighten  the  gen- 
eral public  as  to  the  needs  of  the  mentally  sick.  Talks  and 
discussions  with  village  groups  and  invitations  to  view  the 
hospital  have  been  psrt  of  the  scheme  to  erase  the  fears  and 
misconceptions  that  inhibit  the  relationships  with  home- 
coming  patients-people  who.  due  to  their  disability,  so  badly 
need  the  friendly  help  of  their  local  community 


Clinical  work  and  Out-patient  treatment  has  rapidly 
increased  in  recent  times,  for  with  the  help  of  such  drugs  as 
Tofranil,  Stematil  and  Largactil,  it  is  now  often  possible  to 

reimve  psychotic  disturbances  without  admitting  the  patient 

to  hospital.  In  such  oases  it  is  necessary  to  intensify  the 
social  work  in  the  home,  in  order  to  replace  the  security  of 
community  life  and  moral  support  provided  by  hospitalisation.

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It  became  apparent  that  if  this  work  was  to  continue 
successfully,  and  the  upward  trend  in  the  blind  population 
continued,  consideration  would  have  to  be  given  to  the  full- 
time employment  of  a Home  Teacher.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
this  matter  was  being  reviewed  by  the  County  Council. 

RADNOR  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  BLIND 

This  is  a voluntary  body  which  does  much  useful  work 
among  our  blind  people  and  to  whose  funds  the  County  Coun- 
cil first  made  an  annual  grant  in  1958.  Their  efforts  are 
directed  mainly  towards  the  social  well-being  of  our  blind 
people  and  the  success  of  their  work  is  evidenced  by  the  in- 
creasing popularity  of  their  annual  outings  and  garden  parties. 
Other  facets  of  their  activities  include  assistance  in  the  organ- 
ising of  handicraft  classes  at  Knighton  and  Llandrindod 
Wells,  where  the  materials  used  are  paid  for  out  of  voluntary 
funds,  the  servicing  of  wireless  sets  for  the  blind,  and  the 
periodic  sale  of  goods  made  by  blind  people. 

The  County  Council  increased  its  grant  to  the  Associa- 
tion from  £25  to  £50  in  1959. 


BIRMINGHAM  ROYAL  INSTITUTION  FOR  THE 
BLIND  : 

So  that  registered  blind  and  partially-sighted  persons 
might  benefit  from  the  services  available,  co-operation 
has  been  maintained  with  the  Birmingham  Royal  Institution 
for  the  Blind  to  which  the  Council  makes  an  annual  grant.

It  has  been  ascertained  that  there  are  about  31  persons 
suffering  from  epilepsy  in  the  county,  of  whom  13  are  children 
of  school  age.  None  of  these  children  is  senously  handicapped, 
and  in  consequence  they  do  not  require  education  in  a 
special  school. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  6 patients  from  this 
county  in  the  Mid-Wales  Hospital,  Talgarth,  suffering  from 
a severe  form  of  the  disease. 
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Spastics. 


Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  precise 
information  on  the  number  of  spastics  in  the  county.  How- 
ever, it  has  been  ascertained  that  there  are  12  people  who 
have  been  substantially  handicapped,  and  of  this  number  4 are 
children  of  school  age.  One  child  has  been  admitted  to 
a special  school  in  Cardiff  and  two  of  the  children  receive 
treatment  by  an  orthopaedic  surgeon. 


There  is  no  clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases 
m the  County,  although  certain  medical  practitioners  carry 
out  treatment  in  their  own  surgeries.  Other  cases  attend 
Uinics  either  at  Hereford  or  Shrewsbury  for  treatment.

Notification  of  infectious  diseases  is  quite  unsatisfactory, 
it  is  known  that  many  more  cases  than  these  occurred  in  the 
county,  but  in  spite  of  letters  to  general  practitioners  etc. 
many  notifications  are  not  received.  Some  general  practition- 
ers never  send  in  a notification  of  any  kind. 


Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

There  is  no  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  the  County, 
but  specimens  requiring  bacteriological  examination  are  sent 
to  AbLystwyth,  Shrewsbury  and  Hereford.  Samples  of  water, 
which  should  be  examined  a few  hours  after  collection,  are 
generally  sent  either  to  Shrewsbury  or  Hereford  to  which 
communications  are  speedier.

The  only  swimming  pool  in  the  County  is  at  the  Hotel 
Metropole,  Llandrindod  Wells.  This  open  air  pool,  rented  by 
the  Llandrindod  Wells  Urban  District  Council  for  the  use  of 
the  general  public,  is  supplied  with  running  water  from  the 
urban  council  mains  and  during  the  season,  which  extends 
rom  May  to  September,  the  water  is  chlorinated,  filtered  and 
tested  daily  by  the  town's  public  health  inspector.
